AMAZING TASTES IN EATABLES 
RECOUNTED BY A DOCTOR. 


Dr. W. Fenwick at Meeting of Lon- 
don Society Tells of Devices to Ex- 
cite an Appetite and of the Disease 
Known as Unsatiable Hunger— 
Sword Swallowers Get Attached to 
Their Remarkable Luncheons. 


Several extraordinary instances of 
people who had acquired the habit 
of eating hair, glass, dirt, clothing, 
with evident enjoyment, were men- 
tioned by Dr. W. Fenwick, who gave 
an amazing address at the Institute 
of Hygiene in London on “Eccentri- 
cities in Dietary.” Various odd de- 
vices, he said, were resorted to in 
former days to stimulate a flagging 
eppetite, such as the drinking of spic- 
ed wines, the droppings of coins or 
cold metal down the back, or some- 
times a little exercise or gentle alter- 
cation was indulged in between the 
courses to “‘settle the food in the 
stomach-”’ It became the habit at a 
later. period to scratch or fondle the 
lobe of the right ear to stimulate the 
flow of gastric juice, as the nerve 
which supplies this part of the skin 
has a direct connection with the great 
nerve of the stomach. 

Dr. Fenwick’s most amazing pas- 
Sage concerned those people who suf- 
fered from the disease of “insatiable 
hunger.”” The earliest notice of it, 
he said, was to be found in the Book 
of Genesis, where Pharavh consulted 
Joseph about his dream of the fat 
and the lean kine, in which the lean 
kine devoured the fat ones without 
dtr an atom the better for it. 
That exactly described the case of the 
“insatiable hunger’’ victims. They 
would eat almost anything, yet they 
were always hungry, lean and_ ill- 
favored. 

The lecturer gave instances. A girl 
of eight, who ordinarily at table ate 
as much as the seven other members 
of the household put together, one 
day escaped from her keeper in the 
kitchen, where she ate a raw codfish, 
two pounds of kitchen candles and 
several pounds of butter. \ boy vie- 
tim, for purposes of medical observa- 
tions, was allowel twenty-four hours 
of perfect freedom.

—~ of France. 


I suppose those of us who ever 
think,about the Foreign region of 
France at all, picture the men who 
compose it as a set of devil-may- 
care fellows who, having tired of a 
world of petty conventions and 
duties, have decided to live a life 
which consists of fighting, and, 
generally, in the reckless existence 
for which their souls long. 

That they have to undergo hard- 
ships which amount to nothing more 
or less than positive torture will 
be news to most of us; but it seems 
that it is the plain, unvarnished 
truth. Erwen Rosen was a German- 
American who had lived an adven- 

urous life, and, in the course of it, 

had done things which caused those 
who loved him best to ture from 
him, and so he joined the Foreign 
Legion. ‘he story of his exper- 
iences while serving in that badly 
treated but glorious corps he tells 
in his book. 


ONE CENT A DAY 


The joining itself was 
matter. France does not ask for 
a character with a Legionaire. She 
only asks that they be sound of 
wind and limb, and that they shall 
be willing to serve her for five years 
at the noble wage of one cent a 
day.

French Commission Presents Plan ll 
‘ \ thre 


for All Governments, 


A permanent aerial navigation 
commission, empowered to elabor- 
ate a system of air charts, recently 
reported to the French Minister of 
Public Works a plan which the 
commission suggests should be ad- 
opted by all the Governments of 
the world in order to ensure its 
effectiveness. 

The system counts longitude from 
zero to 136 degrees west and east 
from the Behring meridian, aad 
latitude from zero to 180 from south 
to north, starting from the South 
pole. 

The charts will be cut according 
to meridians and parallels, each 
chart including one degree of long- 
itude and one degree of latitude. 
Corresponding Jand maps will be 
laid out with the special aim of 
aiding acroplanes in times of fog.

The difficulty in 
winning the wager lay in the fright- 
ful climate of the island. whieh: is in 
the same latitude as Central Kam- 
chatka. Lebedieff lived alone for six 
months; but in January, 1901, being 
unable to withstand the cold, then at 
its. worst, he abandoued the attempt. 
After incurring frightful hardships, he 
succeeded in reaching Nikolaievak, at 
the mouth of the Amur River. Soon- 
er than spend the remainder of the 
winter in the awful durkness and soli- 
tude of Red Island, he paid his op- 
ponent thirty-five thousand dollars, 
In the ’80'x, an Mnglishman named 
Chandler lived alone on an islet of 
the Ladrone group, in the Pacific, for 
a year and a half. Chandler, an avow- 
ed misanthrope, threatened to shoot 
the man who should invade his do- 
main. For sixteen months he lived 
on the fruits and herbs grown upon 
the islet. Then he went mad, The 
master of the American trading bark 
Louisa, when six miles west of tha 
island, observed Chandler through a 
glass, capering and dancing stark nak- 
ed. He took the exile aboard and 
landed him at Manila. When Chand- 
ler recovered he insisted on return- 
ing to his islet. He left San Francisco 
in 1884, and was never more heard 
of

Insured Against Bandits. k 
The bandits of Manchuria and Mbn- 
golia have adopted a new way of ac- 
quiring at least a portion of the goods 
of the traveler. These mounted high- 
waymen in bands not only constantly 
attack the peaceful native population, 
but even rob travelers in Greed day- 
light. 
AS a provision against this danger 
an insurance bureay where one buys 
a banner at a cost of about one-five- 
hundredth of the value of the property 
to be insured is established there. 
This banner carried by a traveler 
will save him from the bandits’ at- 
tack, for, curiously enough, they them- 
selves conduct this insurance busi- 
ness. But it has its limitations. 
“We paid our premium at the in- 
Surance bureau,’ says a Japanese 
traveler, ‘‘secured a red banner, and 
our party then started from Harbin, 
using several sturdy ponies for our- 
selves and the carrying of our lug- 
gage. After traveling about ten miles 
we reached a small town called Takin.

Curious Effects of Beams of Light Un. 
der Different Conditions. 


To the ordinary layman heat is heat, 
with no variation save ia intensity. 
Yet scienc> says that seve::! varie- 
ties of heat exist and s:. 's in to prove 
it. What will heat one thing will not 
heat another, while some are 
susceptible to nearly all kinds. 

Take gh me lens and focus the light 
from an electric are upon an air ther- 
mometer is made of glass and air and 
tells ordinary temperatures as well as 
any kind. It will be found, however, 
that this beam of light has no effect 
on it, does not raise it in the slight 
est. The explanation is that the glass 
lens stops all heat waves that affect: 
glass, while the interver.ing air sto 
all waves that affect air, so when t 
beam gets to the thermometer it is 
powerless as far as heat that affects 
giass and air is concerned. Yet if you 
put your hand in the focus a blister 
wil be burned in short order, or if 
the bub of the thermometer is paint- 
ed black this will get hot and send 
the index up.

ESCAPED THE HANGMAN, 


|; Ben Jonso::, For Manslaughter, Was 
Sentenced to Be Branded. 


The present sessions house has been 
used for the work of the country for 
a hundred years asd contains records 
and other historical documents which 
go back to the year 1549, when Edward 

was king, and a representative 
of The London Globe was privileged 
to examine some of them. Perhaps 
the most interesting is the original 
indictment of Ben Jonson for man- 
slaughter. The name, by the way, 
is spelled Johnson. Ben Jonson was 
arraigned at the Old Bailey in Octo- 
ber, 1598, for the manslaughter of Ga@b- 
riel Spencer in a duel at “Shordiche 
With a certain sword of iron and gteel 
called a rapiour of the price of 3s., 
wenich he then and there had\jn his 
right hand and held drawn, felotious- 
ly and willfully struck the same Gab- 
rie] then and there with the aforesar 
sword, giving to the same Gabriel 
Spencer in and upon the same Gab- 
riel’s right side a mortal wound of 
the depth of six inches and of the 
breadth of one inch, of which mortal 
wound the same Gabriel Spencer then 
ani there died instantly.” 

The document is headed with 4 
statement that the prisoner ‘‘oon- 
fesses the indictment, asks for the 
book, reads like a clerk, is marked 
; With th: letter T and is delivered ac- 
cording to the form of the statute,” 
etc. This in wodern language means 
that the author of “Every Man Jn 
His Humor” elaimed the privilege of 
the clergy, which was extended to 
Jaymen who could read, of escaping 
the hangman for a first offense on 
being branded on the left thumb with 
a T, which was commonly known as 
the Fyburn T. Ben Jonson, appar- 
ently by bribing the jailer, had the 
operation of branding performed with 
cold steel, as no marks of branding 
were found on his body at his death. 

This remarkable document, which 
escaped the poet’s biographers, was 
found among a number of fragmentary 
rolls. It had lost its dated wrapper, 
was wet and decayed and was far on 
the read to rottenness when it was 
rescued from jts oblivion and submit- 
ted by the experts of the Middlesex 
County Council to a process of clean- 
, ing and restoring.

WEIGHING PRECIOUS STONES. 


A Change in the System. Has Been 
Officially Declared. 


- An important change was made in 
the system of weighing precious 
Stones by the agreement of the 
European jewellers and lapidists 
which is now in effect. France, 
Switzerland, Norway, Roumania, 
Bulgaria and Spain entered into 
the agreement to establish a met- 
ical karat which would fit into the 
metrical tystem, now so generally 
used abroad. The old karat of 8,- 
167 grains $roy weighed 205.3 milli- 
grammes, while the new karat will 
weigh an éven 200 milligrammes, or 
3,086 graifis troy, accor: ing to the 
old system. The change is being 
considered in every country where 
precious stones are articles of com- 
merce, and various European States 
in addition to those mentioned 
above which have already acknow- 
ledged the reform are about to 
adopt the metrical karat. 

Of course, if any of the larger 
and wealthier nations—England, 
for instance—were to object to any 
alteration the confusion would 
tend to hamper trade, but the 
change is more than welcome on the 
continent, where the metrical has 
been in use for se many years that 
the old arbitrary weights are al- 
most forgotten, and al] measure- 
ments have been simplified into a 
decimal system.

THE BREED TO BUY. 

Most men who now raise sheep 
and those who are about to make 
a start. want a breed that will pro- 
duce both good mutton and good 
wool--a rather difficult combina- 
tion. 

There are some breeds, however, 
that produce both, but like the 
dual cow they are not in favor with 
the men who believe that one must 
breed for milk and butter, or for 
beef, and not for all. 

The following breeds of sheep are 
probably better fitted by Nature 
and improvement to produce wool 
and mutton: 

The Shropshires are much thought 
of throughout the West. The ewes 
weigh from 125 to 180 pounds, are 
very early maturing, producing 
very excellent carcasses and shear- 
ing from seven to ten pounds per 
head. 

The Hampshires are a large 
sheep, not quite so early maturing, 
but producing very large lambs at 
an early age. They shear approxi- 
mately the same as Shropshires. 

The Oxford are very similar to 
the Hampshires in size and charac- 
iter. 

The Southdown is particularly a 
‘mutton breed, producing a fleece

Verse 2. Nineveh—A city with a 
great population and one of won- 
ders of the ancient world. It was 
situated on the upper Tigris, capi- 
tal of Assyria, noted for its tem- 
ples, palaces of marble and gold, 
hanging gardens, libraries, broad 


The city proper was about nine 
miles in circumference, but beyond 
its walls lay miles of common dwel- 
ings, making’ a great city some 
sixty miles around. It was to this 
greater Nineveh (an exceeding 
great city _ meaning, literally, 
‘‘great from God’s point of view’’), 
a city whose diameter was a three 
days’ journey (3), that Jonah was 
called a second time (1) to go. 

4. Into the city a day’s journey— 
The distance a man could go in a 
day, of course, varied. Probably 
through the crowded sections of a 
populous city, preaching as he went, 
Jonah would go no more than six 
or seven miles. 

Nineveh shall be overthrown— 
This was the message which Jeho- 
vah had bidden him to proclaim the 
first time, and Jonah had refused, 
not so much betvtause of fear as be- 
cause of his presentiment that G 
wished him to be something more 
than the agent of Nineveh’s destruc- 
tion, to be, in fact, nothing less 
than the channel of the divine grace 
(Jonah 4. 2) to these heathen, whose 
wickedness (see Nahum) he believ- 
ed called for a speedy doom. The 
actual overthrow of Nineveh took 
place in B. C. 606. 

5. Believed God.—That is, they 
accepted the preaching of the pro- 
phet of God as direct from heaven, 
and believed their city was doomed. 
So they orgamized a public fast, 
|reaching from the king to the low- 
est subject. Their putting on sack- 
lcloth was the outward sign of 
mourning and penitence. The cus-

‘BREAKFAST DISHES. 


Gems—One egg, one pint of sweet 
milk; a pinch of salt, two teaspoon- 
tuls-of baking powder, and enough 
flour to make a stiff batter. Drop 
small spoonfuls of the batter in hot 
and fry as you would dough- 
nuts. Serve hot with syrup. 
Fried Eggs and Apples.--Peel 
and core two large firm apples, then 
eut in slices-about a quarter of an 
inch thick, sprinkle over them salt 
and pepper, melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter in a frying pan, add 
the apples, fry them two minutes, 
turning on each side. Break six 
eggs over the apples. Season and 
fry for a minute. Then set in the 
oven for five minutes. Remove and 
serve on hot dish. 

Mushroom and Bacon.—Pigk the 
mushrooms carefuliy and stew for a 
few minutes in a little brown sauce 
or stock and one tablespoonful but- 
ter, have ready some rounds of hot 
buttered toast and crisply fried 
slices of bacon; on each slice of 
toast place a slice of bacon and on 
that a mushroom or if small two or 
three, sprinkle with finely chopped 
parsley and pour sauce around. ° 

‘Corn Bread.—One pint cornmeal, 
one pint clabbered milk, two eggs, 
one level teaspoonful soda, care- 
fully pulverized with knife before 
measuring, one tablespoonful hot 
bacon drippings or lard, pinch of 
salt. Have well greased pan and 
moderately hot oven. Put cornmeal 
into mixing bowl, add soda and stir 
thoroughly, beat eggs and add sour 
milk to them, stirring the milk and 
eggs together slightly; now pour 
the liquid into the meal and when 
well mixed stir in quickly the hot 
bacon drippings. Pour immediate- 
ly into pan and bake twenty-five 
\to thirty-five minutes, according to 
size of pan. 





CAKE. 


Apple Cake.—One-quarter pound 
butter, three-quarters cup sugar, 
two eggs, rind of one-half lemon, 
jone and one-half cups flour, one 
jteaspoon baking powder; apples 
|and raisins, one cup, cook together; 
10 cents worth of almonds; bake 
one-half hour. Process: Beat eggs 
/and sugar, melt butter, warm the 
flour and sugar before mixing, have 
the apples warm, too; when all to- 
gether, put half of dough in square 
tin (grease the tin), then put on the 
apples and raisins, then the other 
dough, and on top of that sprinkle 
the almonds; the trick about this 
cake is to have everything warm 
that you can, and put it quick to- 
gether; this is not an expensive 
cake, but it is fit for a king. 

Angel Food.—Angel food cake is 
the easiest cuke made, as well as 
most perfect. Buy a large china 
wash bow! to mix cake in. Sift one 
common glassful of flour and one 
rounded teaspoon of cream of tar- 
tar together five times. Sift one 
and one-half glassfuls granulated 
sugar five times. Beat whites of

enough add more flour. Drop with 
a teaspoon and bake in a quick
